Panther leaders were slain 
said today Busy had never 
fired guns In the line of duty 
before the Dec. 4 missio n. 

Sgt Daniel R. Groth and Pa- 
trolmanJ^jgwoodHjjyjj testi- 
fied «t a coroners Inquest 
into the fatal shooting of the 
two men. 

Bred Hampton, 21, Illinois 
tender of the Black Panther 
Party, and Mark Clark, 22, a 
Peoria organizer for the 
Panthers, wire killed. 

Besponse to Question 

In response to a question by 
a juror, Groth said he had 
never fired a weapon before in 
foe line of duty during his IS 
years with foe Chicago police 
force.' He said he fjred.twc 
shots in the mission ’aad Be- 
lieves he hit a woman occu- 
pant of the apartment. 

Harris told Deputy Cor 
oner Martin S. Gerber he 
had never fired a weapon dur- 
ing an assignment in his 14 
years on the force. He did not 
say whether be Bred any dur- 
ing the raid. 

Groth, who la white* fed 13 
other Chicago policemen de- 
tailed to the Cook County 
(Chicago) state’s attorney’s of- 
fice in foe raid. Five of the of- 
ficers, including Harris, are 
black. i 

Harris testified he was sta- 
tioned outside the two-story 
imartment tarfidlt,* on foe 
, weat fiide and helped to trans- 
port some of the illegal weap- 
ons allegedly confiscated to a 
special police truck. 

Speculation *a Xscape 

Harris said he did not ace 
anyone leave the building 
through m gangway on the 
side. There has beep specula- 
tion that an unknown Panther 
member escaped the raid 
through an air vent. 

Groth, concluding five days 
op fiie witness stand, was 
questioned by Dr. ;James 
Sisks, a physician and fore- 
man of the jury, as to whether 
police weapons used in the 
raid were later tested ballisti- 
ally. 

Groth said no such tests 
wire made.

Recording Heard 

The jurors ajso heard a tape 
recording confiscated at the 
apartment that allegedly con- 


tained Instructions from a 
Panther leader to party mem- 
bers to resist with force po- 
licemen attempting to serve 
warrants. 

On Monday, Groth testified 
that police crime laboratory 
tests indicated some medical 
supplies Seized in foe apart- 
ment were illegal drugs.
